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THE Aqueduct Court of Inquiry, General T. H.

AN iperease in the number of men attached to 
light batteries of artillery, is a project at present 
receiving the attention of Maj. Gen. Schofield. It 
is his. opinion ‘that each battery should comprise at 
least 125 men. 








CoLonEL Basti. Norris, Surgeon, U. 8. A., after 
a pleasant tour of duty at Vancouver Barracks was 
expected to leave there the latter part of this week 
for San Franciseo to report to Major-General How- 
ard for duty as Medical Director. He is succeeded 
at Vancouver Barracks, on General Gibbon’s staff 
by Lieutenent-Colonel C. T. Alexander, Surgeon, 
now at Fort Meade. 








Lorp Rosepery is reported to bave ready for 
presentation to Parliament a scheme for British 
federation which will resolve the House of Lords 
into a Senate, consisting of representatives from the 
British and Colonial Parliaments, dealing with Im- 
perial affairs alone, and presided over by the For- 
eign Secretary. By means of an arrangement be- 
tween Mr. Parnell and Mr. Chamberlain, Ireland is 
to get Home Rule, though not under that title. 


A VETERAN officer of the Medical Department, 
U. 8. A., Colonel Elisha I. Baily, Sargeon, will be 
retired for age on Wednesday next, November 14. 
Colonel Baily, a native of Pennsylvania, was ap- 
pointed Assistant Surgeon in 1847, promoted Sur- 
geon in 1861, and attained his present grade of 
Surgeon, with the rank of Colonel, January 30, 
1883. He saw service m Mexico in 1847 and 1848, 
and during the War of the Rebellion rendered 
efficient service, for which he received the brevet 
of Lieutenant Colonel. 


Ir is reported that some gross errors have been 
discovered in the plans for the new armored battle- 
ship Texas, the construction of which was lately 
commenced at the Norfolk Navy yard, and as a 
consequence all work has been stepped until the 
Secretary of the Navy has acted upon recommen- 
dations fot a number of changes in the plans.. Ac- 
cording to the detailed drawings, as they now stand, 
it will be impossible, it is said, for the vessel to 
carry her weights. An increase in the size of the 
hull will therefore be necessary if the plans are to 
be utilized. 


BeroreE accepting any of the sites offered for the 
new military post at Omaha, the Secretary of War 
desires to obtain the views of the Division and De- 
partment commanders, and with that end in view 
has recently forwarded all the bids and plans to 
General Crook and General Brooke. There were 
28 bids in all. Major General Schofield will also 
probably make an inspection of the sites before a 
final decision is reached. Preliminary plans for the 
new post have already been forwarded by a civilian 
arehitect of Omaha, and are now being examined 
by officers of the Quartermaster’s Department. 

















THE question of the desirability of the island of 
Samoa as a place for a United States penal coleny 
deserves consideration, says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. ‘“‘If we sbould begin to send the convicts of 
this country to Samoa we might soon find that we 





had solyed the prison question, with its many diffi- 


culties. Instead of being mewed up in gloomy pen- 
itentiaries, at vast expense to the public, the con- 
victs could earn their living by cultivating the soil.” 
As we do not own Samoa perhaps it would, be bet- 
eer to select some of the Aleutian islands. Then 
the Russian and American criminals could shake 
hands across Berings Sea. 








THE Militar Wochenblatt, of Berlin, in its issue of 
Oct. 20, says: ‘*The New York ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL concluded on Aug. 29 last its twenty fifth 
year of existence, as the first number appeared on 
that date in 1868. Not one of the military jour- 
nals ever issued in the United States could lay claim 
to such long life; the most of them had only a short 
existence. The success. of the ARMY AND Navy 
JouURNAL is remarkable, as it had in its first days of 
existence the ill will and antagonism of the then 
almighty Stanton. Concerning this matter ‘the 
JOURNAL in its number of Sept. 8, 1888, says as 
follows :” (Here our contemporary copies a part of 
the article which appeared in the Journal of the 
date named. } 








THE first ten of the Hotchkiss rapid-firing can- 
non, for which contracts were. made about a year 
ago with the Hotchkiss Company, through Lieut. 
Very, the American representative, will be deliv- 
ered during the coming month, in ample time for 
the Yorktown, for which vessel they are intended. 
These guos were due in September last, but the 
Navy Department having directed certain changes, 
the delay necessarily ensued. Lieutenant Very 
says that the other guns ordered will be furnished 
as rapidly as the vessels for which they are intended 
become ready to receive them. It is understood 
that Secretary Whitney contemplates giving an 
order to the Hotchkiss Company for several of its 
new 88 pounder rapid-firing guns, which have been 
received with so much favor by the English Gov- 
ernment. The contracts will be made as soon as 
the spécifications are prepared by the Ordnance 
Bureau. 








THE longevity pay case of Ensign Simon Cook, 
U. 8. N., was submitted in brief in the U. 8S. Su- 
preme Court Nov. 5, and will probably be decided 
on Monday next. All officers of the Navy who 
served at the Naval Academy as cadet midshipmen 
are interested in this case, as a decision affirming 
the action of the Court of Claims will allow each of 
them credit for the time they served at the Acad- 
emy under that designation in computing their 
longevity pay under the act of 1883. the act under 
which the Mullan and Baker claims were allowed. 
In the Baker case it was decided that a midship- 
man was an officer in the Navy wrthin the meaning 
of the act referred to, but the accounting officers 
held that there was nothing in the decision to war- 
rant the payment of the claims of cadet midship- 
men. Hence the presentation of the Cook case. 








THE Ozar has recently visited his Caucasian do- 
minions, which are associated in the minds of our 
elder readers with Schamyl, and his heroic contest 
for independence. The natives have been utterly 
swamped by the influx of Russian peasants, and 
now number 25,000 in a population of 5,750,000, of 
which 8,550,000 are Obristian and 2,200,000 Mo- 
hammedans. Transcaucasia consists of two valleys 
—the Rion, running into the Black Sea, and the 
Kura, running into the Caspian, separated by the 
mountains of the Lesser Oaucasus. The Transcau- 





casian Railway, 560 miles long, from Batoum to 
Baka, traverses these two valleys, first up the river 
Rion, crossing the Suram Pass, and down to the 
Caspian, passing Tiflis‘ou the way. On a war foot- 
ing the army of the Caucasus, composed entirely of 
Russians, pumbers 150,000 men. A grand review 
was held in honor of the Ozar at Viadikavkaz 
founded one hundred yeers ago. 








Les ANNALES DES PONTS ET CHAUssées in its last 
number publishes the summary attached to the re. 
port made by MM. L. Le Rond and L. Combarnous, 
engineers who were sent some time ago by the De- 
partment of Ponts et Chaussées on a Visit of in- 
spection to the United States. The conclusion of 
these gentlemen is, if we recognize the difficulties 
under which they have had to labor, and the im- 
mense works which it has been necessary to con- 
struct in a short time, the American people hav 
shown qualities which will make them the first 
engineers in the world. Their great superiority is 
in their quick appreciation of circumstances and the 
advantage which they take of them, and also in the 
fact that they are free from preconceived ideas. For 
them every problem is soluble, because toey always 
take care to put it well. While their cities are 
some respects inferior to those of France, it is more 
because of their rapid growth and the Jack of time, 
than because they do not appreciate the situation, 
and have not the ability to meet it. 








THE question of filling of the two vacancies in 
the Medical Oorps of the Navy in the grade of as- 
sistant surgeon consequent upon the failure of the 
Senate to confirm the names sent in is just now 
agitating the guid nuncs of the Navy Department. 
The Senate failed to confirm these two nominations 
for the reason that adjournment came before their 
names were reacbed and because no meeting of the 
Senate Naval Committee was ever held after Presid- 
ent Cleveland had submitted their names. There 
can be no question about the power of the President 
to fill the vacancies during a recess of Congress. 
This was so decided in the case of the two vacancies 
in the office of Paymaster of the Army, whose 
nominations were sent to the Senate by the Presid- 
ent, but which that body failed to confirm before ad- 
journing. In an opinion upon the case, April 24, 
1875, Attorney-General] Williams held that the con- 
struction put upon the clause in the Coustitution 
giving the President power ‘‘to fill all vacancies 
that may happen during the recess of the Senate by 
granting commissions which should expire at the 
end of their next session,” by former Attorney-Gen- 
erals, namely, that it confers upon bim fall power 
to fill vacancies in the recess of the Senate irrespec 
tive of the time when such vacancies first occurred, 
is considered now to be the settled interpretation of 
that clause with the Department-of Justice. An 
appointment sent to the Senate and not acted oa 
for want of time, does not stand in the light of one 
rejected. It would be against public policy to de- 
prive the President of the power, even if the Con- 
stitution did not give it to him, to fill vacancies du 
ing the recess of the Senate. The necessity might 
be such that not to fill a vacancy would involve in- 
jury, as well as embarrassment, to the public Ser- 
vice, especially in the case of military and naval 
officers; a portion of the national defence. The Pre- 
sident 1s not compelled to fill such vacancies if he 
is of opinion that public necessity does not reqaire 
him to do so. 
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BRITISH AND AMERICAN DESIGNS. 


Tue Naval “‘ Mechanics” for October says: ‘‘ The 
launch of the cruiser Baltimore at the yards of the 
Wm. Cramp and Sons Co. on the Delaware, gives 


rise to the 7 of an interesting comparison 
between British American marine engineering, 
as the design of the Baltimore is exclusively Englis 
both hull and engines, while the San Francisco, 
which is now under construction at the Union Iron 
Works of San F is American throughout. 

‘*The hull of the ‘imore was designed b 
W. H. White, now Chief Constructor of the Britis 
Navy, while the engines were des by Hum- 
aw, Tennant and OCo., of Deptford, England. 

ese designs were purchased by our Government, 
and have been closely followed in the construction 
of the Baltimore, so that the vessel may properly 
be regarded as of English design. 

‘** When the construetion of the last cruisers No. 
4 and No. 5 was decided, Chief Engineer Melville 
determined to age omy designs for cruiser No. 5, 
now known as the San Francisco, which should be 
distinctively American, and whicb should represent 
the best type of modern marine engineering. 

‘‘The work upon these plans was carried out 
mainly under the direction of P. A. Engineer Mat- 
tite, in conjunction with P. A. Engineers Kafer and 
Catheart, and Cadet Engineer emerling, the 
whole design of the engines being under the super- 
vision of Chief Melville and the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, while the hull of the vessel was de- 
signed by the Bureau of Construction and Renair, 
under the supervision of’ Chief Oonstructor Theo 
dore D. Wilson.” 








TARGET PRACTICE HINTS. 


In bis annual rt Major Guy V. Henry, 9th 
Cavalry, Inspector of Rifle Practice for the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, says: Marksmen should be 
graded into first and second class, Me renee upon 
the number of scores fired, to obtain this classifica- 
tion. Eliminate the 500 yard firing point, as too 
easy, thus saving time and ammunition, requiring 
the first class men to fire at 600 yards. Issue the 
buttons, as an insignia, as now, with such cha 
as may be deemed best, to incicate the quality of 
the marksmen. All this will encou men in 
economy of ammunition, more care before pulling 
the trigger, or greater attention to the important 
preliminary drills. The same remarks apply to the 
sbarpshooter. Plenty of ammunition and luck make 
the sharpshooters, and whole regiments or compa- 
nies of men so obtained are a discredit to the Ser- 
vice, the error being in not limiting the ammunition 
for obtaining this classification of sharpshooters. 

Individual skirmish practice should precede 
the company firing, and in order to educate 
each man as to his errors, the figure targets should 
be pasted on the ‘‘ A” target or on a similar canvas 
frame stretched between two posts, on level ground, 
preferably that used in the company practice. An 
eXamination of this canvas after each firing will 
show the location of hits, not made on the smaller 
target, and enable the soldier to correct errors so 
made in subsequent company runs. 

This most important part of the soldier’s educa- 
tion (estimating distances) has been neglected by 
most company commanders, and will always be so, 
till it is made a part of thecompany figure of merit. 
Without this knowledge of distance tbe best results 
cannot be obtained, and often the first shots fired 
are those which may determine an action. 

In every report attention bas been invited to the 
neglect of this important duty (mounted pistol 
practice). Pistol practice is now ineffective. If an 
y opener il is not given to perfect themselves in 
the use of such weapons, as may be issued them, it 
would be better for the cavalry to keep this part of 
their equipment in the store room. é season in 
this Department was fixed after the carbine prac- 
tice, but the fall encampment interfered. Table 
III, shows what was accomplished. Nothing will 
be done ia pistol firings till the results are included 
in a figure of merit, and prizes given at our com- 
petitions to the successful eompetitor. 

To the increased attention given to this part of a 
soldier’s instruction (position and aiming érin, and 
gallery practice) I attribute our present efficiency. 
Some are opposed to it, but it is certain, as in the 
manual of arms, the more the rifle 1s handled the 
greater the skill in its use as well as in accustoming 
the eye, finger muscles and lungs to the necessary 
conditions for steady holding. It is this training 
by which the athlete succeeds. Owing to this prac- 
tice many classifications have been made this year 
in less than one-half the number of scores fired last 
year. 

The practice season should be the whole year, 
during which suitable days can be found in every 
month, report being made monthly, of all practice 
had, and corresponding classifications. This system 
would be more in harmony, in keeping up an in 

structed and efficient organization at all times, and 
not confined to two months of the year and then 
dropped. There will be no danger by this change 
of interest being lost in target practice, now s0 
firmly established, rather the greater nsk if the 
change is not made. Previous to every Department, 
competition those selected to represent their com-

While the rifle may have its merits, it 
is a question consideration, whether it is the 


best to be obtained. The at competitions, 
injuries to barrel by skirmish firmgs and 
heavy recoil, are serious ions. At every com- 


petition extra rifles are provided, and the Depart- 
ment team drew this 12 new ones rather than 
risk using those they I believe a redaction in 


calibre, and a magazine attachment, to be used 
when required, would be an advance, with other 
improvements which would follow. 

Each of these arms (infantry and cavalry) have 
their specific duty and value, and their instructions 
should be so regulated. The requirement made that 
the cavalryman should use the rifle at competitions, 
yuan veoy d his own weapon, as well as for other classi- 
fications is a mistake. He is thus taught that his 
own carbine is valueless, and in action when re- 
quired to useit, has no confidence in it. The caval 
should be compared only with each other, an 
obliged to use only thecarbine. The present disad- 
vautage is not to the cavalry alone, for many of our 
infantry posts are lowered in their standard, by 
tnat of the lower figures of the former, who at the 
ranges for ers, are under many disadvan- 
tages, in addition to others in the nature of more 
duty required of the cavalry at every post.

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tary. the prescribed tests, the specificattons and the 
biank contracts will be turned over to the Ordnance 
Bureau, the officers of which will be instructed to 
advertise for bids and attend to all the details re 
lating to the purcuase of the steel forgings for the 
guos. For steel fc. cings alone there is an appropri- 
ation of $1,500,000. The work on fortifications will 
not be taken up until the preliminary steps looking 
‘tothe procurement of cannon have been dis 

of. The chief engineer has submitted to the 
Board a list of the fortifications, sho wing their char- 
acter and the armament of each. With this infor- 
mation to start with the Board will determine what 
ia best to be done in the way of improving the for- 
tifications already existing by erecting new fortifi- 
cations of modern plan or remodelling the now ob- 
solete ones. 








A STORY OF MAYOR SEWITT. 


A FRIEND of Mayor Hewitt, of New York, tolda 
Times reporter a story of his employment by Presi- 
dent Lincoln at acritical juncture ia the pro 
of the war, and the reporter applied to the Mayor 
oe particulars of the occurrence. Mr. Hewitt 
sa 


tme think a minute. Lt was in the winter of 
1861 and 1862, just before J went to Europe. I| was at 
the tea table one Sunday night—we always had 
something of a company, some 20 or 30 on such oc- 
casions—and [ was at the head of the table, whena 
messenger brought me a telegram from Mr. Lin- 
coln. it wasalong printed roll. | have tbe origi- 
‘nal somewhere, and it ran this way: 

“‘f understand tbat you area man that can do 
thiugs that other men say can’t be done. Gen. Grant 
is at Cairo ready to move on Fort Donelson. He has 
80 mortar boats, and 30 mortarsare on the way 
from Pittsburg to Cairo. Itis now discovered tbat 
there are no mortar beds, for the lack of which the 
expedition will fail, because the Ordnance Bureau 
say they can’t be produced under nine months. 
They must be at Cairo iu 30 days. 

Yours truly, A. LINCOLN.” 

“I had never seen a mortar bed,” said Mr. Hewitt, 
“but I had heard that Gen. Rodman, who wus then 
in command at Watertown Arsenal, bad just com- 
pleted the mode! of one, and that night [ placed my- 
self in communication with bim,a thing 1 had uo 
difficulty in doing, being at the time President of 
the American Telegraph Company. I was able to 
get the operators to stand at the machine while I 
talked to Gen. Rodman. In reply to my question; 
Gen. Rodman said that the first mortar bed bad just 
been completed. lasked him if be could send it 
down to New York by the Monday pnigbt boat at the 
latest. This was Sunday night, you understand, 
and there was no way Poa it down the next ~. 
He said be could send it if he received orders to do 
so. [ told him to consider that he was under orders 
for the time being, sorting him tbat IL would see 
that he received them, which I afterward did. 

“He sent the mortar bed, and it arrived Tuesday 
morning by the Fall River ovoat. { spent Monday 
runviog around to the Novelt;, Allaire and Cor- 
pell’s {ron Works, to secure draughtsmen to be 
ready Tuesday worning to prepare plavs of the sev- 
eral parts of the mortar ov itsarrival. I tound 
that it weighed about a ton and a half, and was com- 

of several connected parts. I had it carted to 
the Novelty [ron Works and taken to pieces, and 
distributed the pieces around among the three 
works I have mentioned, each agreeing to muke cer- 
tain parts and to do allthey possibly could to get 
them ready in time. The material to make them was 
not on band, and had to be provided. Being in the 
iron business I knew who made the different kinas 
of material. ° 

“The principal maker of an essential kind of iron 
refused to change his rolls to make what was 
wanted, and I telegraphed to Mr. Lincoln to send an 
officer to take possession of his works, which he did. 
The work progressed with such success that as a 
result | was able to send the first mortar bed for- 
ward in 18 days from the time 1 received Mr. Lin- 
colu’s telegram and the whole 30 in 26 days. I sent 
@ Meseenger on with each mortar bed, and the car 
upon which it was loaded was attached to the ex- 
yee train, with a printed order of the Secretary of 

ar ted upon it which read as follows: 

“ «This car must not be side tracked under penalty 
of death. By order of the Secretary of War. 

“Gen. Grant received the mortar beds on time, 
the expedition went forward, and Donelsou and 
Heury were taken. I paid all the expenses of mak- 
ing avd forwarding the mortar beds, amounting to 
over $30,000. At the time paper money was sub- 
stantially at par, or nearly so. When I got my pay 
in pauper money a year afterward paper mopey had 
depreciated over half, and 1 got it then only on the 
order of Mr. Lincoln, with whom I then had wy first 
interview. When I was presented to him be said: 
. Meo you are not such a tremendous fellow after 
all. thought you must be seven feet high and 
weigh 300 pounds.’” 


THE MARK OF DEATH. 


Ly his work on his experiences in the Army of the 
Potomac, whivh we notice elsewhere, General de 
Trobriand presents this curious theory: 

“I regretted his death (Colonel Chaplain, of 
Maine,) without being surprised ut it, as [ expected 
it. He was a doomed man tome from the first day 
l had seen bim on taking command of the brigade. 
I designate in this way those on whom death has 
put bis mark beforeband. If you ask mein what 
consists this mark, I would find it difficult to poms 
One can scarcely define what is almost indefinable, 
a@ thing which is felt ratber than perceived. This 
fatal seal is imprinted rather on the general manner 
than on the features. Its imprint is fugitive, and 
yet ap sometimes in the looks, at the bottom 
of which one divines the trembling of the soul 
soon about to depart; some times inthe smile, 1n which 
ap the fleeting shadows of a cloud which does 
not belong to the earth; sometimes in certain move- 
meuts asif worn out, in certain languid acts in 
which is ta the symptoms of a task which 
reaches its end. 

“Sometimes, on the contrary, the finger of death 
is shown by a feverish energy without reason, forced 
laughter, ferky movements. You perceive there a 
eord too tightly stretched, the vital cord, which 
must soon break. One would say that pature is ex-

pending hurriedly forces which are soon to become 
useless. I am far from contending that all those 
who are about to die are marked. On the contrary, 
the immense majority march on to death without 
the least previous indication of the fate awaiting 
them. I state only a fact which experience demon- 
strated to me—namely, that a small number of men 
carry the unmistakable mark of the near approach 
of the death awaiting them. I will also add that 
they are not themselves conscious of it, and that the 
number of those who can read these mysterious 
signs is very limited. Sometimes,in the evening, 
in camp, | havetried to describe the mark to officers 
around me. I do not remember ever having con- 
vineed any one of the truth of my theory. 

* One rainy day I was conversing in my tent with 
Capt. Wilson, assistaat adjutant general of my 
brigade. We were then marching on Fredericks; 
burg. Lieut.-Col. Gilluly, commanding the 5th Mich- 
igan, entered. He came simply on some detail of 
service, which was arranged in five minutes. When 
he bad gone out, ‘Now,’ said 1 to my incredulous 
captain, ‘here is an opportunity to make a trial of 
my tneory. Col. Gilluly is marked.’ 

“The captain evidently thought notbing of it. 
But 10 the first battle Col. Gilluly was killed before 
Fredericksburg while bravely leading his regiment 
in a charge. 

“Of all those on whom I have recognized the mark 
—and they are many—one only may have escaped 
death. He was the colonel of a Pennsylvania regi- 
ment. He was shot through the body, and lay for 
several weeks on the threshold of eternity. He had 
bot recovered the last time 1 heare of him. 

“This mark is entirely distinct from # presenti- 
ment. The latter 1s to be the victim bimself. It is 
an inexplicable revelation, but an acknowledged 
fact. There are s0 macy incontestable examples on 
record that it would be idle toadd any wore bere. 
In my opinion veritable presentiments announce 
death as certainly as the setiing of the sun an- 
nounces the coming of the night. Thank God, there 
are few organizations which are subject to it. Peo- 
ple in general are not susceptible to it.”

e 
ctuelle du France et a Vétranger 
Canons, Fusils, Poudres et projectiles, par le Colonel 
Gun,” is the title of a work by an author whose 
pame. is wiuch more suggestive in English 
than io French, published in Paris by J. B. Bailliére 
et Fils, asone of their “bibliotheque scientifique 
contemporaine”. It is ‘written in a etyle which re- 
lieves somewhat the dry detail of description of 
warlike inventions, and is illustrated by sixty ex- 
cellent engravings dispersed through the text. It 
includes a description of the small arms and projec: 
tiles, as well as of cannon, in use by the great Powers 
or of recent invention, The Canet system is ex- 
plained atlength. A chapter devoted to the mater- 
ial created by the private industries of France, and 
eighteen illustrations are given toit. American in- 
vention is not overlooked by Colonel Gun. He asks: 
“Are the Americans who were for so long our mas- 
ters in everything pertaining to the manufacture of 
arms, end whom we bave caught up with and even 
distanced, again to become our teachers. We may 
believe this in view of their recent inventions in 
this department of science.”” This is said Apropos to a 
description, with an illustration, of the Lyman. Has- 
kell multieharge gun, which 13 cited as ‘“wne prewve 
du genie inwentif du people Yankee,” and eommeud- 
ed as a fine idea applicable, if not to field pieces, 
at.least to guns of position, the mechanism of 
which can be complicated and the height increasea 
without toe much inconvenience. An illustration is 
also given of the Whittemore cartridge of which 
the author says: “ L’oncle Sam perfects the small as 
well us the great, and a new cartridge of which 
thev tel' marvels has also been born under his in- 
dustrious fingers. Original certainly, for it is made 
of wood; this new cartridge is composed of a cylin 
der of wood to which the ball is fastened. This 
cylinder is pierced in the line of the axis of a hole 
2 mm. in diameter and following the directions 
normal to the same axis, by five other holes of 6.5 
mm. diameter. These holes are filled with an ex- 
plosive (fusant) composition of which the secret is 
not disclosed, which places powder in this novel 
cartridge; no heating of the arm, less fouling and 
recoil, no need of an extractor because the block 
of wood follows the ball, great range; such are the 
advantages of the new cartridge according to its 
inventor, the honorable Colonel Whittemore.” 


Experience'having shown that the 100 ton ham- 
mer at Creusot and the 80 ton hawmer of St. Cham- 
ond were very useful for the forging of steel ingots 
up to two metres in diumetsr, the firm of Marre! 
Brothers have begun the construction of a single- 
acting 100 ton hammer, which will be placed in their 
Etaings forge at Rive-de-Gier. It is intended to 
forge heavy pieces of steel, such as tubes and hoops 
for cannon of large calibre, shafts and cranks for 
large marine engines, and finally to manufacture 
steel armor-plates of great thickness. The total 
weight of this immense tool, including all the parts 
above the stone and wood foundation, is 1,068,500 
kilogram mes. 














The results reported in our last issue of the trial 
ota Botors-Gullspang steel cast, 12 centimetre (4.7 
inch) cannon, by a Swiss Commission, have natur- 
ally elicited the queries of our own expert corres 
pondents as to the authenticity of the statements 
made. Wehaveto admit that the report comes to 
us in a round about way, our own version being ren- 
dered from Revue du Cercle Militaire of Oct. 1, 
which credited 1 to L’Armeeblatt (an Austro-Hun 
garian publication) in which it bad been reproduced 
from its original authority, a Swiss military review. 

du Cercle Militaire, one of the most conser va- 
tive and serious of our exchanges, gives the figures 
of the charges and pressures reached as follows: 
“Le canon a été chargé successivement: 1st. d’wn cylin- 
dre plein en fer, pesant 36 k . et de 7.2 kilogr. de 
poudre a gros grains; 2d,de deux cylindres par 
au precedent et de 6 kilogr. ee ponds: La pression 
dest dlevée respectivement G 4.570 et 4,620 atmospheres.”’ 
After remarking that the effects of the two fires 
upon the chamber were absolument insignificants 
for the relative calibre, it adds that the breech 
mechanism and gas check were as slightly affected, 
with the exceptions of such wedgings (coincements) 
as are inevitable, ‘* avec des pressions aussi consider - 
ables.” Our copy of L’ Armeeblatt, from which Revue 
translated its eepert, bas uofortunately been de- 
stroyed and we have seen no reference to the trial 
im our other European exchanges. It is much to be 
regretted that we have no figures as to the compar- 
ative weight of the gun. 





itis reported the British War Office authorities 
have decided to purchase a large quantity of the 
new explosive called lyddite, which is identical with 
the French melinite. 





The final experiments with repeating rifles for the 
armament of the Belgian infantry will be conducted 
shortly at the camp of Beverloo. A manufactory of 
arms at Liege bus presented the English repeaiing 
rifle for trial. It fires 30 shots in 66 seconds. It can 
be taken asunder and put together again within one 
minute without the use of any tool, and is con 
structed with a view to manufacture at the lowest 
Possible cost. 1t is composed of only 18 pieces. 


Since the Hotchkiss Co. purchased the Howell 
torpedo they have conducted a number of experi- 
ments with the invention and are more than satis- 
fied with the result.

FOURTH AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


THE annual report of the Hon. C. M. Shelley, 4th 
Auditor of the Treasury, shows a deficiency of $146,- 
050.36 in the amounts due the Navy partially caused 
by the payment out of that fund of claims settled 
under recent decisions of the Supreme Court for 
longevity and service ou board receiving-spips and 
by the expenditure by the Navy Department of 
more muney than is actually available. Vessels on 
foreign stations have to make expenditures under 
“ Pay Miscellaneous,”’ “ Transportation.” the *“Con- 
tingent ’ of the several Bureaus, and frequently for 
* Provisions,” etc., and as the ships are supplied 
with money drawn on “General account of ad- 
vances”"’ that fund has to be reimbursed by adjust- 
ments mace in this office sometime after the expen- 
diture, and as,in the meantime, the Navy Depart- 
ment has exhausted che appropriations, deficiencies 
of course arise. To remedy this evil it is suggested 
that some provision be made by which 8 percentage 
of those appropriations used by vessels abroad 
set apart to meet such expenditures. Bills of ex- 
change were sold by the pay officers of the Navy 
Department auring the year to the amount of 
$1,685,533.74. Of this sum $1,222,158.65 was drawn on 
the Navy agents at Londov, and $463,375.09 on 
the Secretary of the Navy. Claims to the number of 
1.784, involving $500.262.37, were disposed of during 
the year, leaving on June 30, 1.256 still unsettled. By 
reason of several decisions of the Supreme Court the 
number of claims has increased very largely dur ng 
this fiscal year; and whilea great many have been 
settied there yet remains a lurge pumber on hand, 
but which wili be settled as rapidly as the force in 
the office can doso. The Auditor renews bis recom- 
mendation of last — asking legislation authoriz- 
ing bis office to iu

I bave carefully considered the motion for recon- 
sideration of depar:mental decimon of January 21, 
1888, affirming, on appeal, your actior rejecting sur- 
vivor’s service- ion claim (Mexican War) No. 981 
of Theodore J. Eckerson, late private Third United 
States Infantry, filed by claimant May 17, 1888. 

It appears from an examination of the record 
that the claimant bad fully complied with all the 
je mayhem aed of the act of January 29, 1887. and bad 
fully established his title to the service pension pro- 
vided by eaid uct, but that bis claim was rejected by 

our Bureau, and said rejection affirm ed on appeal 
this ment, upon the ground that “the 
claimant was at the time of the passage of said act 
and is nowa retired officer of the United States 
Army, and is in receipt of bis pay 98 such, and con- 
sequently wae debarred from receiving said persion 
by seotion 4724 Revised Statutes United States.” 

A careful review and reconsideration of said deci- 
sion bas led the Department to the conelusion that 
said derision and peer action rejecting said claim 
upon the ground above stated was erroneous, 

Section 4724 Revised Statutes provides as follows: 

No person in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps shall draw 
Doth a pension as ap and the pay of bis rank or sta- 
tivn io the servion. uniess the disability for which the pen- 
sion was granted be s 


uch as to occasion bis employment in a 
lower grade, or in the civil brauch of the service. 

It will be observed that said section pow an iu- 
hibition upon the receipt of pension by those offi- 
cers, soldiers. and seamen of the Army or of the 
Navy, or of the Marine Corps, who are, at the same 
time, in receipt of the pay of their respective ranks 
or stations in the service; but it will be observed 
also that this inhibition is expressly restricted to the 
receipt of a pension “as an invalid.’ The pension 
pro by the act of January 29, 1887, for the sur- 
viving officers and soldiers of the Mexican Waris 
strictly aod purely a service pension, and is not 
given for nor by reason of any “disability “ in- 
curred in the service, and is not in any sense of the 
term an invalid pension; nor can the person in re- 
ceipt of suck a pension be held by any fair rule of 
constraction to be in receipt of a pension * as an io 
valid.”’ Toso construe ssid section as to make the 
words “draw a pension as an invalid” applicable to 
those wbo sre in receipt of a pension for service 
merely, would be to inject into said sestion some- 
thine that was not iatended by Congress, nor placed 
therein by that body, and hence it would be iu 
effect * new legislation” MJ this Department, and 
therefore an unwarranted and illegal exercise of 
authority. 

it may be remarked in this connection that, upon 
consideration of this motion, the same was referred 
by the undersigoed to the Assistant Attorney-Gen 
eral of this Department for bis consideration as to 
the legal questions involved. and in his opinion of 
August 25, 1888, he concurs in the views above ex- 
preseed, saying: 

Tt will be observed that this section only provides that ‘‘no 
person in the Army, Nuvy, or Marine Corps shall draw both 
a jon as an and the pay of his rank,” etc. 

ut said section dues not place a pension for service on the 
sa’ne footing as an invalid’s pevsiov. Congress duubtiess 
bad a very good reason for not allowing a soldier, while re- 
ceiving a pension because of disabilities rendering him unfit 
for military service, to draw at the same time. and in addi- 
tion thereto, the same pay asif he were fit for such service, 

But, whatever ny A bave been the reason for making the 
distinction referred to, it most certainly exists. I am there- 
fure of the opinion, up n the facts referred to in your com- 
muoication, that applicant is legally entitled to tne pension 
asked for. 

For the above reasons the Department concludes 
that said departmental decision should be reconsid- 
ered, and the same is hereby overruled and set aside. 
Your action rejecting this claim, upon the ground 
heretof»re set forth, is therefore reversed, and you 
are directed to issue to vlaimant a certificate grant- 
ing him the pension for service in the Mexican war 
provided for by said act of yaney 29, 1887.

THE tug Mayflower, the yard tug at the Norfolk 
Nav y-yard, has left Washington with her new shaft 
for the Pensacola on board. 

THE date of the sailing of the Naval Expedition 
-to determine longitude in Mexigo «and Central 
America has been changed to No¥. 17 from New 
York. 

THE chief petty officers of the British Navy are 
greatly exercised over an Admuralty order which 
compels them to salute their former lower deck 
chums, who are now warrant officers.

A. Magee and John fF. Bingham have been ordered 
to report to Chief Engineer S. D. Hibbert, in charge 
of the work, as members of the Board to conduct 
the trial. 

THE Russian protected cruiser, Admiral Kornilow 
built at Saint Nazaire, on the Loire, has completed 
her final official trials, and is described by the local 
French papers as “a brilliant success for our 0a- 
tional ingenuity.’”’

It is recommended that the term of service be re- 
duced to three years and dischurges, except in cases 
of minors or of men who have served long and 
faithfully, be made conditional on the reim 
mept to the Government of the expense of recruit- 
ing and tragsportation, or a fixed eum, say $100. 

The limit in the detail of « light batiery com- 
mander to four years should be abolished, and he 
should retain control ef his special command until 
promotion, retirement or deatb.

During 
the year following that date the gain and loss were 
represeuted by 349 and 457, respectively, leaving 488 
in the prison June 30, 1888. ‘The prison statistics for 
the past few years indicate that with the Army at 
its present standard tha peepee will receive from 350 
to 400 prisoners annually, unless some means of 
checking the crime of desertion shall be discovered. 
$82,827.18 was expended for the prison and $7,511.20 
turned in as savings of rations and from sales. 

“Capt. A. P. Blunt, bvt. colonel, U. 8S. Army, 
A. Q. M., who filled the position and discharged the 
duties of commandant of the prison for more 
18 years, was relieved Dec. 31, 1887, upou his own ree 
quest, on account of failing health. His work in 
establishing the prison and bringing it up to its pre- 
sent high standard of exzellence as an indus 
punitive institution cannot be too biguly operon 
ated, He was succeeded by Capt. J. . Pope, 
A. Q. M., whose experience at the prison fitted bim 
to assume the direction of its affairs, which he has 
undertaken with commendable energy.” 

Two officers and 37 men, two ex-soldiers and three 
military prisoners were admitted to the Govern- 
ment Hospital for the Insane. 

The clerical force of the Adjutant-General’s Office 
are commended for their intelligence, zeal and effi- 
ciency. They bad on hand Oct, 1, 1887, at os con 
received during the year, 196,998; total, 1. 
Finished during the year, 211,239, leaving on hand, 
Oct. 1, 1888, 17,302 calls. The deserters division acted 
upon 7,196 cases and its work is practically up te 
date, the numbcr of cases on band beivg 300.

WHILE there may be some basis for the ‘‘ growl’’ 
on the subject of favor shown to foreigners in our 
Army, which appears elsewhere, it occurs to us that 
our correspondent *‘ New Jersey” has not gone 
down to the root of the matter, with a view to find- 
ing out why it is that, why so many of the non-com- 
missioned positions are held by foreigners—Ger- 
mans we presume our correspondent particularly 
refers to.

The for- 
eigner, on the contrary, has more generally the in- 
stinet of military subordination strong within him, 
if not bright, is patieat and plodding, and in our 
Army is bound to rise, if to his perseverance is 
added a moderate quantity of intellect and capacity. 
We do not agree with our correspondent that 
** being born in America is a percentage against a 
Yankee soldier.” It is the best attribute in his 
favor, if combined with it are the patient qualities 
we have referred to. It is no disparagement of the 
native born American asa man to say that in time 
of peace it is extremely difficult to get him to 
tamely acquiesce in the minutiae and. routine of

This gives Harrison a majority of seventy-seven or 
thirty-eight votes over the 201 required for bis elec- 
tion. The Republicans hold all the States they had 
at the laat election, and have captured in addition 
New York with 36 votes, Indiana with 15, Connecti- 
cut with 6, and West Virginia with 6. This trans- 
forms Cleveland’s majority of nineteen into a pres- 
ent minority of seventy-seven. This is the result as 
it slands at the time we write, there being a pos- 
sible doubt about West Virginia. If it-chooses a 
Republican Senator it will probably be Nathan Goff 
unless, indeed, General Harrison should conclude 
to restore this gentleman to the position of Secre- 
tary of the Navy, which he fille so acceptably for 
a brief term. His popularity in his own State is 
shown by the fact that he runs ahead of bis ticket 
there in this election. 

The returns are not yet sufficiently complete. to 
justify any comparison of the results of this elec- 
tion with those of preceding elections. Oleveland 
had on his election in 188% 48.82 per cent. of the 
popular vote; Garfield, 48.26; Hayes, 47.95; Grant, 
first term, 52.62; second term, 55.63; Lincoln, first 
term, 39.91; second term, 55.06; Buchanan, 45.34; 
Buchanan, 45.84; Pierce, 50.98; Taylor, 47.96; Polk, 
49.55; General Harrison the First, 52.89; Van Bu- 
ren, 50.38. In 1884 Cleveland’s excess of the popur 
lar vote over Blaine was sixty-three hundredths of 
one per cent.; Garfield in 1880 had only one, one. 
hundredth of one per cent. over Hancock or one 
vote in every ten thousand. 

The terms of twenty-six of the seventy-six Seu- 
ators expire March 4, 1889. They are equally di- 
vided between the two parties, viz. :

The returns received show that New Jersey, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, and 
Texas. have elected Democratic Legislatures.

New Hampshire have elected Republican Legisla- 
tures. With these the Republicans will haye.six 
majority. Their majority in the House is vari- 
ously estimated at from five to twenty-five. 

Now that it is certain who is to be our next 
President, it is well to consider what priaciples have 
been announced by thesuccessfulcandidate. Turn- 
ing to the Republican platform, whose declarations 
Gen. Harrison has accepted, we find it annowneing 
its sympathy with our great leaders, among whom 
Sheridan was especially mentioned, recommending 
the prompt enactment by Congress of such legisla- 
tion as will best secure the rehabilitation of our 


American merchant marine, aad protesting against, 


the passage by Congress of a Free Ship bill; demand- 
ing appropriations for the early rebuilding of our 
Navy; for the construction of coast fortifications 
and modern ordnance, and other approved modern 
means of defence for the protection of our 
defenceless harbors and cities; for the pay- 
ment of just pensions to our soldiers; for ne- 
cessary works of national importance in the 
improvement of harbors and the channels of inter- 
nal, coastwise and foreign commerce; for the en- 
couragement of the shipping interests of the Atlan- 
tic, Gulf and Pacific States, as well as for the pay- 
ment of the maturing public debt.” This policy, it 
is argued, ‘‘ will give employment to our labor, ac- 
tivity to our vatious industries, increase the secur- 


‘ity of our country, promote trade, open new and 


direct markets for our produce, and cheapen the 
cost of transportation.” There is also declaratica 
in favor of the Nicaragua Canal, the maintenance of 
the Monroe doctrine, the development of trade with 
our Paeific territory, with South America and with 
the islands and further coasts of the Pacific Ocean 
and protection for the American citizen at home and 
abroad in whatever land he may be ona lawful er- 
rand, 

Republican or democrat, this is all doctrine to which 
we can subscribe. We fully believe that General 
Harrison will live up to it, so far as Congress will 
permit him todo so. He has made many speeches 
during the canvass just closed and in these he has 
repeated in various forms the declaration of his 
party platform in which our readers are most inter- 
ested. On the subject of the revival of our mercan- 
tile marine and the upbuilding of our Navy Gen_ 
eral Harrison has been especially emphatic. He was 
an able soldier during the war; we are entirely as- 
sured that he will show himself an able administra- 
tor in peace. Whatever good may be said on be- 
half of Mr. Oleveiand’s administration—and there 
is much—we feel assured that the one that is to 
follow.it will suffer nothing by comparison.

Tue Board on Ordnance and Fortification have 
devoted the week to the consideration of the project 
submitted by the Chief of Ordnance of the Army 
for carrying out the provisions of the bill appro- 
priating $1,500,000 for the purchase of steel forgings 
and $250,000 for the purchase of material for and 
manufacture of 12-inch cast-iron breech-loading 
mortars. It is the purpose of the Board to dispose 
of these two features of the bill before taking up 
any of the other subjects, in order that there may 
beas little delay as possible in putting out contracts 
for materia! to work upon. They are well satisfied, 





specifications, regulations for inspection of the steel 
aud forms of contract submitted by the Chief of 
Ordnance,- and in the course of a day or two will 
submit a report to the Secretary of War recom- 
mending that bids be invited for. furnishing. forg— 
ings for guns and mortars in accordance therewith. 

The advertisement will probably make its ap- 
pearance during the early part of next week: 

It will invite bids for furnishing ‘‘ rongh- 
finished, oil tempered, and annealed steel” for 
about 60 high power coast. defence, guns. of 
8, 10 and 12-ineh calibre, and from. 25 to 80 12- 
ineh breechloading cast-iron mortars hooped with 
steel. It is estimated by the Ordnance Bureau that 
these are about the number of guns and mortars 
that can be procured, for the amount allowed. 
About 15 of the gun forgings are to be of the larger 
calibre, 28 of 10-inch, and the.remainder.of 8-ineh-. 
These guns will be constructed upon the same gen- 
eral designs as the 8-inch steel gun tried with such 
good results at Sandy Hook during the past 18 
months, and the 10-inch gun under course of con 

struction at the Watervliet Arsepal. Within a few 
days it is the purpose of the Buard to set a time for 
hearing inventors and other persons who may have 
propositions to submit, in accordance with the sev- 
eral provisions of the bill which authorize the Board 
to make purchases, investigations, experiments and 
tests of the multicharge guns, converted Parrott 
and other guns on hand, small arms, cartridges, 
projectiles, fuses and explosives, torpedoes, armor 
plates, and other implements and engines of war. 





In the ‘‘Battle of the Swash and the Capture of 
Canada,” published by Chas. T. Dillingham, 718 
Broadway, Mr. Samuel Barton presents, on the lines 
of the ‘‘ Battle of Dorking,” an account of what 
happens in 1890, when the British fleet arrived off 
Sandy Hook, crossed the bar and sails up the 
Swash and main ship channels. After they have 
swept away “everything within reach night comes 
on and under the cover of the darkness powerful 
electric lights, fastened to spar buoys and fed by 
storage batteries, are sent floating down among the 
British vessels which hastily open fire upon the sup- 
posed vessels carrying search lights.

Tas back pay and bounty decision of the Pay- 
master-General’s Office, presided over by Major 
DL. R. Larned, is one of the busy offices of the War 
Department, now tbat money is available under the 
recent deficiency bill for the payment of a large 
number of long-standing claims of ex-soldiers and 
their heirs for arrearsof pay and bounty. The pay- 
ment ef these claims was commenced by Major 
Larned Oct. 26,0n which date 175 checks were sent 
eut. There are nearly 5,000 claims to be settled, the 
tetal appropriation for which aggregates $538,000. 
As many of the payments are to heirs, it is estim 
ated that about 9,000 checks will be required to pay 
all the claims. Every effort is being made to hasten 
thesettiements. The clerical force has been increased 
and also their working hours. [t is estimated by 
Major Larned that about 100 per day can be dis- 


poded of. 


Taxe Surgeon General of the Army reports that 
thére are fifteen medical officers and one medical 
storekeepér on sick leave of absence. Of these, 
eight have been found incapacitated for active. ser- 
vice, and recommended for retirement. The re- 
maining seven are regarded as peimanently dis- 
abied. One officer is sick in quarters, also regarded 
as permanently disabled, and one officer 1s in arrest 
awaiting the result of trial by general court-mar- 
tial. This leaves the Department short ot officers 
required for efficient administration, and compels a 
resort to the expensive and unsatisfactory expe- 
dient of employing citizen practitioners.

In the last number of Le Yacht, M. Weyl analy- 
sing the construction of the Italian fleet, says the 
Lepanto and Italia, though they have no vertical 
armor, are really very powerful engines of war, 
from an offensive point of view, steaming 18 knots 
and carrying four gune, each of 103 tons; but they 
are very complicated ships, great coal eaters, and 
drawing a lot of water. Foreigners do not envy 
Italy the possession of them, while not underval- 
uing their powers for evil. Next to the ironclads 
come the cruisers, Ltna,Giovanni Bausan, Stromboli, 
and Vesuvio, ships of three thousand tons and 
17 knots. Here, says M. Weyl, we have 
a fine division of fishting sbips, perfectly 
homogeneous; but, afterall, they are only cruis- 
ers that two good ironclads would undoubtedly 
smash up. All the same, he admits that France has 
at present nothing in the way of cruisers to oppose to 
them, excepting the Sfax. As to the torpedo boats, 
he says the superiority of the Italians in this re- 
spect is indisputable, they having bought whenever 
and wherever they saw something worth buying, 
no matier who the seller might be, which is entire- 
ly contrary to French usage. 








THE Presidential campaign being over, the nu- 
merous candidates for the four staff appointments 
in the Army are again on the anxious bench, await- 
ing expectantly early action. There is a general 
opinion that the President had made up his mind in 
all four cases long before the election, and only de- 
layed the appointments for political reasons. A 
rumor bas been current for some time that he had 
determined to give a vacancy to each of the three 
arms of the Service and oue—probably the Judge 
Advocateship—to a civilian. The fact that the 
President made inquiry of the War Department 
some time ago if there was any law permitting the 
appointment of civilians to the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department no doubt gave rise to this 
last impression. Mr. Frank Blair, of Washington, 
and the present chief clerk of the Judge Advocate 
General's office are prominent amoug this class of 
candidates. 








Mr. STANAOPE, the British Minister of War, in a 
recent speech in London, said that “the new rifle 
decided upon for the British Army was believed to 
be superior to any used abroad. He hoped the Gov- 
ernment would be able to supply the Army with the 
new weapon before long. He also saw the way to 
the early introduction of a new system of explo- 
sives for big guns.” 








LreUTENANT-CoLONEL H. M. LAZELLE, in charge 
of the publication of the Records of the War of the 
Rebellion, ia his annual report to the Secretary of 
War etates that 21 volumes, or 31 books, have so far 
been published. Unless Congress will increase the 
annual appropriation for publication, he says not 
more than four books can be issued yearly.

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THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


Generat A. W. Greety, Chief Signal Officer, in 
his annual report for 1888, refers to the important 
changes in the personnel and organization of the 
corps which has taken place during the year, and 
the improve ment in the character of the indication 
work and signals, the measures taken to procure a 
proper heliograph and to select proper fleld glasses 
for Army use, and to the experiments conducted at 
Kev West with homing pigeons. Lt 1s reported that 
there is not an average of two officers to a regimevt 
who are competent to transmit signals—by sup, flag, 
and torch—day and right, except those who have 
passed through a regular course of instruction io 
connection with the Signal Office. Less than one 
officer out of nine of the line of the Army bas re- 
ceived any instruction in signalling during the year: 
less than onein twenty seven one hour’s instruction 
monthly. even in the most elementary branches. 
Over one fourth of the officers instructed had no 
field practice, and less than one-eighth of the whole 
had night practice, while only six officers of the 
Army out of 141 instructed bave been drilled with 
flag, torch and heliograph. Out ef 114 posts, 84 have 
neglected instruction one or more months; 20, six 
or more montbs; and at four posts no instruction 
bas been had during the year. There are no less 
than ten regiments in which vo officer bas received 
instruction during the year, nine other regiments in 
which one officer, only, bas been instructed, and 
four regiments in which two have been instructed. 
It thus appears that in one-quarter of the regiments 
of the Army no instruction has taken place, and in 
one-ha/f practically vone. General interest in sig- 
naling was manifested in but four regiments: the 
se Artillery, 6th Cavalry, and 4th ana 20th In- 

an‘ry. 

An appropriation of $7,500 is strongly urged for 
the purpose of equipping the Army with signal 

uipments and stores and fit out the target rauges 
witb suitable electrical apphances. The detail of an 
officer of the Signal Corps with a small number 
(four or six) as instructor at the great schools of the 
Army, at Fort Leavenworth, Fort Monroe, and Fort 
Riley is recommended, and it is also suggested that 
an officer of the Signal Corps should visit the larger 
posts of the Army for the purpose of inspection and 
examivation as to the condition and efficiency of 
signaling. 

The officers of the Signal) Corps themselves are 
now deprived of ali means of regular instruction 
avd drill and will soon become unfitted for practi- 
cal work under difficult conditions A few years 
since the Signal Corps of our Army was the most 
efficient in the world, but now, while roreign Gov- 
ernmeuts, impressed with the importance of such 
service, increase and improve means of signaling, 
this Service must steadily retrograde unless some 
such means of practive are provided forit. The 
Corps, which in 1887 bad an authorized force of 470 
enlisted men, is now reduced to 320. The Chief Sig- 
ual Officer is further of the opinion that the Corps 
could ecovomically be reduced still another hun- 
dred, and that from July 1, 1889, the Corps should be 
125 sergeants (25 first class observers, for great cities, 
and 100second class,observers), 50 corporuls and 50 
privates. 

Weather Forecasts.—The percentages of successful 
indications forthe year ending June 30, 1888, have 
been: for weather, 78.9; wind, 75.5; temperature. 
74.2; a general average of 76.7. 1,210 storm siguals of 
all kinds were ordered, of which 936, or 77.4 per cent. 
were verified as being a higher percentage by 8.9 
than for 1887.

UNION OF ARTILLERY AND INFANTRY 
INVITED. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Tue critical observer of attempts to secure need- 
ful laws for the benefit of the infantry and artillery 
arms of the Service must admit that the outlook for 
success is not very encouraging and he cannot have 
Sones to discern the causes which produce this con- 

tion. 

The Manderson bill, the Steele bill and the Wheeler 
bill, not to mention others, have all struck opposi- 
tion and asa reeult they are upon tbe legislative 
calendars and block the way for efficient legislation 
as demanded by the defects in both arms of the Ser- 
vice, 

Why bas not the Manderson bill become a 
law? The careful inquirer around the com- 
mittee rooms knows that Congressmen are ad- 
verse to any increase either in officers or 
mev. They prefer to see what they have 
efficiently organized and profitably employed. 
The Steele and Wheeler bills indicate this and point 
to the desire for compromise legislation for the ben- 
efit of both the infantry and val eg though the 
defects of these meusures insure that they can not 

ass the House much less the Senate. As for the 
Meuderron bill it ecafcely knows that there is a 
Heuse Military Committee, the wembers all run at 
first sight of it. is there any measure that can be- 
come alaw? It does not seem unreasouable to ex- 
pect that one which will benefit both arms without 
increase in the personnel would meet with favor. 
The object of this paper is to present a fair and 
square union of infantry and artillery interests io 
order to secure the good results sought by the Man- 
derson bill and the report of the Artillery Council. 

The following measure will give the infantry a 
three battalion organization, certain in time of war 
aod provisional in time of peace, not increase the 
cost of the 1ufantry atall nor that of the artillery 
by a great amount. while securing to both a bealthy 
organization. [t would promote 44 captains and 24 
1st lieutenants of infantry, also 11 captains and 35 
1st lieutenants of artillery. Hence, the resulting 
senior captains and Ist lieutenants in beth arms of 
the Service would, respectively, be of the same date 
of entry into the Service, though the senior Ist lieu- 
tenant of infantry would be three years junior to the 
senior Ist lieutenant of artillery. 

To these just personal advantages would be added 
inestimable benefit to the Service. 

The proposed measure is as follows: 

AN ACT TO INCREASE THE EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY. 


Be tt enacted, etc.. That the Army of the United States 
shall have hereafter seven briga - rails, seven regi- 
ments of artillery, 10 regiments of cavairy and ments 
of infantry instead of the numbers established by tion 
10% R. 8S.

Sec. 2. Tbhut hereafter each battery of artillery shall con-

SUGGBSTIONS IN TARGET PRACTICE. 


Tux following are scme of the views of av inspec- 
tor of rifle practice of experience on tbe subject of 
target practice. The report io full will, when pub- 
liebed, be referred to in detail by us: 

1. Target season, two months for marksmen avd 
three for skarpshooters; if for the first month, a 
cussa of driliscau be given} if not the whole 
year to be the season; firings when practicable. 

2. Count every shot fred, after a certain amount 
of prelimivary practive and classifications based on 
per cents made, tn a limited number of shots. 

3% Thesubdstitution of dgure targeis for the present 
bull’s-eye: the prelimivary practice being iu latter. 

4. The fval per cent. in skirmish firing and yearly 
order be that made at the end of esch target season 
to the presence of the Dept. Inspector ot Rifle Prac 
tice, so as to secure uniformity of practice and 
counting of hits. 

5. That comparivons be made only between arms 
of the Service equipped with the same weapon, and 
tbat cavalry berequired at all tithes to use their 
“a Regut pistol vompeti by all off d 

quire pistol com tions all offivers an 
eplieted men so armed, y 

7. That part of theinstruction be for those who 
babitually use the back position, prone, a position 
liable to be used in action. 

8. That when one once quulifies as a sharpshooter, 
uuder a limitation of scores, and greater restrio- 
tions, he be always credited as sucb, provided in 
each year besecures bis qualification as a marks- 
man, ip a less number of scores or bigher r cent., 
tbap way be required of the ordinary marksman. 

9. Voat each practice season shall be preceded by 
each wan firing 20 shots at eavh range, after which 
every shot fired shall be counted. 

If ths necessity for a tactical board exists, whieb 
is admitted, ope should be created for tbe settling 
of these important questions in target practice.

RIFLE PRACTICE IN THE U. 8S. ARMY. 


RIFLE practice in the United States Army is to- 
day in a most prosperous condition. Indeed, since 
the day moor began to decline, | think we 
bave wuch to thank the Regulars for, io keeping 
alive year after year the patioral interest in this 
tiuly meceseary and great work. At erery fort, 
arseual, and camp in the Upiou, from Maine to tbh 
Rio Grande and from Florida to Oregon, the 
months of the year are devoted to tbis important 
drill. Rrfle practice is graded, too, so as to make a 
place for all kinds of shots. The ignorant green- 
horn, who does pot know which is the dangerous 
ead of w gun, bas bis place as well as the expert 
sbarpsbooter. Besides firing at fixed and known 
distances, yet the trend of army rifle practice now 
is decidedly towardsskirmishing. In this exercise 
the sokiier ie put upon bis mettle to combine accu 
racy of sigbt, quick judgment of distances und 
rapidity of manipulation of bis piece Most of 
the work w done onarun; balts, firing, advances, 
aod retreats all being according to bugle signals, 
the firing limit at each balt beiug but 14 seconds 
each. Tosbow whut caw be done by close apolica 
tion and practice, | will narrate one instance whicb 
occurred with a member of a department rifle team 
of wbich I Lad the bonor to be the captain. This 
man, firing at a skirmish target, exploded no less 
than teu cartridges, and each bullet was a bit; in 
other words, he could have killed 10 men in 15 sec 
onds, and this, too, by wauvipulating the ordivary 
regulation Springfield musket, in which it was neces- 
sars for each sbot to throw out the empty shell 
after each discharge, place a cartridge in the cham- 
ber, close the breech block, sigbt, pull, etc. A mag 
azine gun could have doae no better than this, if as 


Auother member of the same team in 10 halts of 
16 seconds each fired 70 shots, of which 67 were bits. 
My own qualifying scores thia year were made iu 
34 svores; that is, I bad to fire 34 scores to make the 
necessary 24 scores to pwn d me as a sharpshooter. 
Corpl. H. C. — of my company of the 5tb In- 
fantry.in bis qualification scored a 24 out of 25 at 
200, 300, and 500 yarda. Private Sbedd at 1,000 yards 
made 21, 22,22. and 23. Private Daum at 600 made 
23, 23, 23, and 24. Private Dreyer at 500 scored 25, 25. 
19, and 23. These are only ordinary scores and could 
have been bettered by av expenditure of more am- 
munition.

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NEW GERMAN DRILL BOOK. 


IN reference to the new German Drill Book, a 
Surreapendent writes to the London 7%mes as fol- 
lows! 

Many a thinking soldier who has truly studied 
this traly wonderful beok is anxiously asking him- 
self the question, ‘Will this book also be read, 
thrown aside, and forgotten?” or will thotisands of 
these soldiers in a neighboring land learn and ap- 
ply its letter and spirit, aud gradually in years to 
come force its influence on ourselves? Will those 
who are busy revising our ywn drill book date té pub- 
hsh a work one iota more behind the times than the 
German one, and if they are bold enough to do so 
what will happen? In 1869 the present Adjutant- 
General of the Army wrote, ‘‘drill is now more es- 
sential than ever in the formation of an Army; but 
instead of teaching a man complicated evolutions 
that may have a fine theatrical effect in Hyde Park, 
but which are about as useful to a soldier in action 
asa knowledge of the hornpipe would be, let us 
drill him day after day, and if tievessary all day, in 
the manoeuvres of battle, tintil bé is proficient in 
them.” In the same year poor Capt. May wrote 
bis famous pamphlet scandalizing official Germany 
be propounding the theory that the very leosening 
of close ordcr formations caused by the breech load- 
er in 1886 was nota thing tobe deprecated and 
fortidden, but that, properly directed and control- 
led, it would be the fighting of the future. He fell 
before Metz, and will never experience the thrill of 
pride he would have felt on reading the official 
drill book of the day. 

At last the absurdly unnecessary gulf between 
drill and tactics is bridged over, and German offi 
cers bave received a book of instruction to prepare 
them and those under thent for war, and not for 
parade. Let it be translated into our language as 
soon as possible, and read and re read by every 
officer in our service. A comparison between it and 
our present drill book will be found to be so lu 
dicrous, that the usval 10 or 20 years probation will 
be censiderably shortened. Although we English- 
men cannot now boast the honor of having started 
anew state of things, wecan at least point toa 
semi official work written in 1869 in which many of 
the leading ideas are embodied. 








THE STATE TROOPS. 


COMPANY DRILLS IN THE N. Y. GUARD.

ing toacarry. The command also went through 
tbe loading and firing kveeling, which was well 
done, but the file closers should also kneel, (and we 
failed to hear them excepted.) Marching in columno 
of fours, distance and alignments were generally 
well kept. but there were io several sets a few new 
or careless men who did not dress and keep distance 
properly. The wheelings were oniv fair, oblique 
movements good, left by twos very well done. Left 
front ioto line, the fours came up generally in good 
style. The warcb in double time was well done. At 
tbe command halt, arms at a right shoulder, the 
were brought to a carry with vice unison. 
be company was consolidated with arother smaller 
company and was divided into platoons and the 
several movements were generally well executed. 
The vommand was finally drilled by bugle, and they 
executed the different movements in a commendable 
manner, showing a —owr with the bugle 
eounds. The company was drilled the latter vart of 
the evening by the ist lieutenant. The drill asa 
whole, while a good one, is not up to what the com- 
ny can do. The captain is well known for bis 
nowledge of Tactics; he is ably seconded by his lieu- 
tenants and non-coms » and the company at 
large seem desirous of perfecting themselves as 
much as possible. 


Co. C, 18th New York, 1st Lieut. Chas. P. Fish, as- 
sembled at the armory on Thursday, Nov.1, for 
drill. When the com y was being formed the left 
guide took the position of the right guide, and re- 
sumed his position on the left of the company when 
the Ist sergeant took his tion after the company 
was turned over to the lieutenant.

not cover, nor halt properly. ey could have done 
better if they had been in double rank. The jus 





striction was good, and the wheelivgs of the coms 
peoy and tbé fours right and left about were poor. 

meé of the men turned to the right and some to 
the left. In the wheeling the men did not look io 
the marching flank, and the left of the company 
marked time instead of marching tothe front. The 
men looked well, tbe arms and equipments were 
clean, and there was no talking in the ravks. No 
doubt the company will do better as the drill season 
advances. The men are yet rusty from the vaca- 
tion. The cotipany bad present for drill about one- 
third of 1te members, and are without the services 
of a captain: 


Co. E, 47th N. Y..Capt. H. H. Quick, assembled for 
drill on Tuesday. Oct. 29. The company, which had 
nine files for drill, dmlied in the manual of arms by 
numbers. In marching the men made unnecessary 
boise with their feet and marched too close iu the 
colump of fours. In executing left front into hne, 
double time, many of the men went into a rua and 
did not keep up with the guide. The manualon the 
march was r, the pieces were hot handled td= 
getbet and in the double time aiovenients they did 
bot Keep togetber. The Wheelings were badly exe- 
cuted, no attention was paid to the guide on the 
right and the men on the centre marclied too fast; 
the etep was bad. Good wheeling cannot be done 
without the men pay strict attention, look to the 
marching flank and touch to the pivot. Many of the 
company movements were repeated, but they were 
not executed with any snap. The men evidently 
did not work together. The small turnout was 
owing, no doubt, to excitement of election. A file- 
closer, evidently arecruit, did dot kiow where to 
warch and should have been placed in the.tavks. 
The company was thoroughly instructed by the 
commandant and they should bave done better 
drilliag, which they probably will do with more 
practice. 





THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


In bis annual report, dated Oct. 5, the Adjt.-Gen- 
eral of the Army says: 

The presence at the several State encampments of 
members of over 60 regiments, 10 independent hat- 
talions, and 20 troops of cavalry or batteries of ar- 
tillery, representing from 70 to 95 per cent. of the 
total strength of those organizations, evidences 
marked interest and steadily increasing appreciation 
efthe value of a “well regulated militi” as the 
main rehance of a free people forévational defence. 
The regularly organized and uniformed and active 
miltia of the several States, which, in 1885, agere- 
gated 84,739, reached 92.734 1n 1886, increased to 100,- 
837 in the following year, and July 2, 1888, represented 
an available forse of 106.814 men. 

A careful perusal of the reports of the several in- 
specting officers leads me to make the following re- 
marks and suggestions: 

The personnel of the inspected organizations is ex 
celient, and no better material couid be found avy- 
where to make good soldiers. The officers are gen- 
erally intelligeot and fairly up in tactical knowl- 
edge, while a general desire is shown to learn. Drill 
aud discipline, generally fair, in some instances ex- 
cellent; arms and equipments, except in few inu- 
stances,zood but not of uniform pattern—a very 
serious defect with regard to arms, but which it is 
confidently expected will be remedied 1n the uear 
future, consequent on the largety increased appro- 
priations by Congress. Much attention should be 
given to tae A and battalion skirmish drills (ob- 
viously impracticable except at camps), as while 
movemenisin masses will of course be always re 
quired in active service, beyond the range of mus- 
ketry, the battles of the future will be fought neces- 
sarily in open order formation. . 

For the greater comfort of the men in drilling and 
marcWMing, it would be well if a suitable shoe, of uni- 
form pattern, were made part of the equipment, to 
be worp only when on military service. Instruction 
in military analling should be made part of the edu- 
cation of the troops. A knowledge of the vode uud 
use of the flag is easy of attainment. and the instruc- 
tion of a small squad—say two non-commissioned 
officers and four privates—in each company would 
prove of much practical advantage. In small en- 
campments itis suggested that_two guards mount- 
ing daily (12 bours each) would afford greater oppor- 
tuaity for instruction in this important duty. 

With a view to the troops 10 camp receiving the 
largest measure of benefit from the presence thereat 
of officers of the Regular Army as ivstructors, | beg 
to recommend that for large encumpments future 
details provide one officer to act as assistant adju- 
tant general to the command and one to each regi- 
ment. 





Twenty-second New York—Col,. John T. Camp. 


AN examination of the plans of the new armory 
for the 22d N. Y., prepared by Capt. J. P. Leo, Co. 
1. and recently adopted by the State Armory Board, 
shows that it will be beyond doubt one of the finest 
buildings of its kind to be found anywhere. Aside 
from its fine architectural outside appeararce, its 
inside arrangements surpass anything in thearmory 
line yet built. The numerous details bave received 
the utmost thought and the result ia mdnifest. It 
will bardly be commencei till the spring of 1839. 

The election for major of the 22d, which wes held 
on Nov. 5, resulted in a tie vole. The candidates 
were Capt. W. V. King, of Co. B, and Capt. J. P. 
Leo, Co. I. Avother election will be held on Nov.

O'Neil, of Co. D, is weil spoken of by a number 
of officersana men of the regtment as a good mau 
for commandant uf the company. [t seems but fair 
that he should be given a chance for the position. 
If the company are desirous of gettiug out of their 
rut and coming to the front, the sooner they culti- 
yate harmony and come to a general agreement the 
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better. The election of Lieut. O'Neil, we are of 
epinion, would be of benefit to the company.

H. J. M. says: In your issue of Oct. 27 T notice 
you answer an inquiry that the color guar? carry their bay- 
onets in the scahnards on inspection. My impression is that 
at the commund “rear open order™ the adjutant couducts 
the color cuard 12 yardsin frout opposite company, causes 
bayouets to be fixed und brings the guard to rear open or- 
der. Am I nuvtright? ANs.—Par. 386 of the Tactics seys: 
“the bayonets of the color guard are babicually car in 
the ecabbard.” The reason for thie rule of course is that the 
colors would be likely to cateb on the points, if they 
were fixed, and this reason would e at inspection as 
much as et any other time. The geveral rule being thus 
fixed, it should pot be ceparted from unless expressly or- 
dereu by Tactics. As Par. 816, which governs the inspection 
does not direct the tixing of bayonets by the color guard, it 
would clearly be wrong to order it. 

2. As the inspecting officer passes the line of non-commis- 
sioned staff officers do they come toa present or remain at 
carry ? ANns.—Tbe non-commussioned staff officers shouid 
retain at ca~ry arms, during the preliminary inspection. At 
its conclusion the colonel! brings the battalion to order arms 
and io place rest, whicb commands are of course obeyed by 
the non-commissioned staff, after which, on the approach of 
the inspecting officer, it comes to carry and each member of 
tke non-coamis<ioned staff, in turn, brings his sword to 
present, turns the blade once to permit its inspection, and 
turns it back. After the inspecting officer passes him he 
returns sword, as prescribed in par. 762.

THE Manchester Sbip Canal, the Engineer anys, 
has much toanswer for. Nearly every inland town 
which does any trade with the seaboard bas a 
canal scheme, and there is scarcely a plot of land 
io Europe which some engineer or another does not 
propose to cut by means of aship canal. 

THE lavce now being issued to the German cavalry 
is composed entirely of metal, the lance pole belng 
replaced by a steel cylinder, which renders it haad- 
ier and lighter than when made of wood. The 
French are considering the advisability of restoring 
this arm to their cavalry, as its basty abolition was 
a doubtful proceeding. 

THE disastrous explosion of a perroleum ship, is 
reported. She bad brought to Calais a cargo of Pe- 
troleum in bulk. This had been pumped out. To 
take its place and ballast -the sbip water was ad- 
mitted.

Tbe Re Umberto is 400 fert long, with 76 feet 
Piugbes beam, and she will draw pearly 29 feet of 
water. Her barbettes bave 19 inches of armor, she

+o rok have three steel skins. Her speed is to be 18 
kvots per hour. Her principal armament will be 
four 104 ton guns and 124% tons. Two sister ships 
to the te Umberto are building at Spezzia and at 
Venice. 

THE geodetic survey of Italy, now nearly com- 
pleted, was nsoon after the present ki 
of Italy was formed. Ic is in charge of a com- 
mission composed of members appointed from the 
Goveroment departments most direetly interested— 
rhe Ministers of War, Marine, Pubtic Works, and Agri- 
cu)ture—aud of the derectors. of the priavipal astron 
omical observatories. There are now ino Lah 
ation two large maps of the country whicb will -be 
awong the finestever executed. Uneis a topograph- 
ical map ono a scale of 1:100.000, and the other a 
map fer general purpcses on a scale of 1:500,000.

Wuchoew is the port named, but it is 
said that the advantages of Nan-ning, which is 
bigber up, are so great thata survey of the river 
between the two towns is to be made, witha view to 
seeing whether sf®amers can ascend to Nan-ning 
without difficulty. It is stated also that the meas- 
ure is dué to the alarm of the Canton merchants 
that the position of the French 1n Tonquin, and of 
the British in Upper Burmah, would destroy the 
importance of:Canton as the chief market for for- 
vign geods for Southern and South-Western China.

SHOOTING OLL WITH ROCKETS. 


~ ae efficacy of of] in stilling troubled waters has 

often been Ganouattated, but it bas not vet become 
a distinct practice to carry a sufficient quantity to 
evable asbip to imbed itself in peaceful quarters 
while the sea around is anery and boisterous, so that 
a patent taken out m Germany, whereby o1l may be 
fired in rockets toa given point, may be the means 
of enabling vessels to help smaller sbips aud less 











efficiency of the method of saving ships. The method 
bas just been tried repeatedly between Bremen and 
New York. The rocket, to which is attached a 
cylinder filled with oil, can, it is said, be fired with 
accuracy from a ship to a required spot and ex- 
plodes, pouring the oil where wanted. ln one of 
the rockets fired experimentally the distances were 
from 1,500 ft. downwards. By the explosion of five 
rockets at a distance of from 1.200 ft. to 1,500 ft. from 
the sbip a space of from 1,500 to 2,000 square feet 
of water was covered with oil. The rocker was fired 
900 ft. against a gale. It is stated that the invention 
has been purcbaged by the North German Lloyd. 





SOME RAILWAY ITEMS. 


In arecent article in Scribner's Magazine, Pro- 
fessor Arthur T. Hadley, the author. values the 
railroads of the world at from twenty five to thirty 
thousand million dollars. He further states that 
this probably represents one-tenth the total wealth 
of civilized nations, and one fourth if not one-third 
of their invested capital. It is doubtful whether the 
aggregate plant usedin all manufacturing indus- 
tries can equalit in value. The capital engaged in 
banking is but a trifle beside it. The world’s whole 
stock of money of every kind—gold, miver, and 
paper—would purchase only a third of its railroads. 

According to the Chicago Journal of Commerce, 
the American railways during 1887 moved 552,074.752 
tons of freight a total distance of 50,061,996 miles, or 
an average haul per ton of 108.79 miles. The average 
ehearge per ton-mile.was slightly over 1 per cent., 
the total amount received from freight being up 
wards of $636,665,000, which was 68.38 per cent. of the 
gross earnings. 

During the six months ended with June last the 
railway companies of the United Kingdom ran 
about 74,000,000 miles. 

There were in India on the 3lst of March, 1888, 
14,383 miles of railway open to traffic. In 1884 there 
were 10,7844 miles; 1885, 11,9828; 1886, 12,376: 1887, 
13,340. The receipts were. in 1882, 153,600 000 rupees 
($5,462,100), and in 1888, 184,000,000 rupees ($6,580,220). 

The first appual report of the first railway io 
China has been issued by the directors. The line 
runs from Tongsan to Yungchong, in the province 
of Chibh, in North China. [ts length is 90 li, or 
about 27 miles, and it owes its existence to the 
Kaiping coal mines, from which a considerable por- 
tion of its revenueis derived. The gross receipts 
were 53,943 taels— about $65,000—and the net profits 
19,606 taels—$24,500. A dividend of 6 per cent. has 
been declared on the paid-up capital of a quarter of 
a million taels,the nominal value being a milhon 
taels —$1.250,000. 1.166 first, 146,333 second-class pas- 
sengers were carried, and the principal items of the 
goods traffic were 170,588 tons of coal, 81,543 tons cf 
bricks, 15,566 packages of general merchandise, and 
four million pounds of lime. During the year the 
line bad not been extended, as it is now, from 
Yuogchoneg to Tientsin, the commercial capital of 
North China, and therefore the business done dur- 
ing the current year cannot fail to show an enor- 
mous increase on that of last year. 

Not only are railroads making more rapid pro- 
gression Japan than in aoy other Asiatic vountry, 
but it is ‘be only eastern country which is building 





University at Tokyo has now a very complete engi- 
neering school, with foreign and native professors 
of high standing. It will not be lone before the 
country will be in this respect almost entirely inde- 
pendent of foreign assistance. The average yearly 
opening of railroads tn Japan from the first beein- 
Ding up to the present time has been as follows: 
868-77. inclusive, 144 kilos. (8.95 miles); 1878-80, 8 
kilos.

alone. At the present time a railroad enterprise 
there appears a veritable Eldorado for capitalists. 
The private line of the Tokyo-Sendai Company is 
now payine over 10 per cent. interest, and it has be- 
sides a Government guarantee of 8 per cent. 
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BELGIUM UNDERGROUND FORTS. 


In La Nature, Colonel Hennebert, of the Belgian 
Army, describes underground forts, which have 
come into use in Belgium, as one of the principal 
methods of national defence. One of these forts is 
like an enlarged molehill, and js built of concrete. 
Measuring 50 metres in Jength, from 30 to 40 metres 
in width, it 1s about 12 metres below the surface of 
the ground, and its greatest height above the earth 
is nO more than 3 or 4 metres. It presents the ap- 
pearance of an elliptical cap placed on the ground 
and is scarcely visible to the eye. At the centre of 
this artificial rock are three armored towers, each 
withtwo peery nue. There are also four small forts, 
which are pul in and run out at pleasure, each 
armed with two rapid firiug guns. At three suitable 

laces there are armored points of oservation, 

rom two of which at night the electric light cap be 
flashed to watch the operations of the enemy. Be- 
low this surface the earth is hollowed out in the 
form of a huge well with armored sides, which is 
divided up into sections, each purt protected with 
beavy armor, one part for provisions and ammuni- 
tion, another for n.achivery, which includes the dy- 
namos and accumulators for the lighting of the 
whole fort, hydraulic machines for working the 
movable turrets and sending them ammunition, 
pumps for supplying these engines with water, and 
a series Of ventilators to keep the air pure, Com- 
munication with the outer world 1s made by a sub- 
terranean gallery, the length of which varies ac- 
cording to surrounding circumstances. The ceiling 
of this gallery is from 8 to 10 metres below the sur- 
face. To gaiu access to the fort a hydraulic piston 
is worked. This raises a ladder which runs alonz 
the whole length of the fort, and lowers the door of 
the outlet, which is protected by armor 20 centi- 
metres in thicknes:, and is under the fire ot two of 
the movable forts. All movements, such as changes 
of guards, arrivals of cupgiion. ete., are reported b 
pbopbene or telegrapb. The euard does not wor 
the hydraulic piston, except at command, and when 
the sentries in one of the movable forts bave re- 
conpoitred the visitors. Finally, the gallery com- 
municating with the outer world is strongly for- 
tified by an armored door defended by two mitrail- 
leuses. The garrison consists of 30 or 40 mechanics 
and specialists only, whose absence would not ap- 
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pre“iably weaken the regitaunt from which they are 
drawn. The cost of one of these forts is, we are told, 
about $500,000. 


FIGHTING THE AFRICAN SLAVERS. 


Tue British naval officers are having 2 lively time 
with the slave dbows on the east. coast of Africa. off 
Zanzibar. Lieut. Myles Cooper, R.N., of the Griffon, 
bas been killed in action with asrlave dhow, ® hich 
he chased ip a steam cutter, the Arabs firing a vol- 
ley, killing Lieut. Cooper and wounding two of the 


men. 

The Army and Navy Gazette reports that Capt. 
Gissing, of the Osprey, Sept. 16, sighted in the Red 
Sea three dbows. They were running very fast. and 
evidently trusted to getting in-shore, where shallow 
water would prevent the sloop following. Capt, 
Gissing now beat to quarters, and ordered bis gun- 
ners to fire at the masts of the dhows, shots from 
the 7-prs. and 64 prs. 
their sails, but on asts and halyards were not struck, 
and the dhows held on their course, a dimin 
ishing the distance between them and the reefs, 
now only some twu milesaway. The order was then 
given toopen fire from the Garduer guns in the 
tops, at that part of the dhow’s stern where the 
steereman sat. The effect of the sbower of bullets 
was instantaneous. The captain of the largest dbow 
was killed at once, and no one daring to take his 
place at the helm, the vessel came immediately to 
the wind and tbe crew dropped her sails. An armed 
boats was despatched to secure the first prize, and 
the ploop stood on after the next largest dhow. 
This fellow was near enough to witness the fate 
whiah had befallen his companion, and so seems to 
have lost heart, for be now dropped his sail and 
guve in. 

Meanwhile, the third dhow bad made good run- 
ning and was far on ahead, giving rise to an exciting 
chase.
